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AUTNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New-Eng- 
LAND  Branch  of  the  Freedmen’s  Union 
Commission  was  held  on  the  afternoon  of 
April  7,  at  the  Old  South  Chapel,  William 
L.  Garrison  in  the  chair.  Report  of  the 
Teachers’  Committee,  prepared  by  its 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Cheney,  was  read  by  Mr. 
Parkman,  and  the  Treasurer’s  Report,  in 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Hooper,  by  Mr.  Endi- 
cott. 

Mr.  Garrison  spoke  warmly  in  commen¬ 
dation  of  the  objects  of  the  society,  —  of  its 
freedom  from  sectarianism,  and  of  the  en¬ 
couraging  fact  that  though  other  societies 
had  been  obliged  to  withdraw  from  the 
field,  the  Massachustts  organization  still 
was  useful  and  efficient. 

Rev.  Mr.  Dali  of  India,  also  addressed 
the  meeting. 


BEPOET  OF  THE  TE10HEB8*  COMMITTEE 
FOB  THE  YEAB  ENDING  APBIL  7,  1869. 

Our  work  has  gone  on  so  steadily  and 
quietly  during  the  past  year,  that  our  re¬ 
port  at  its  close  would  be  almost  a  repeti¬ 
tion  of  our  anticipations  at  its  beginning. 
We  held  our  sanguine  hopes  under  such 
steady  control  that  few  of  them  have  been 
disappointed,  and,  in  most  cases,  we  have 


accomplished  more  than  we  dared  to  hope 
for. 

Some  few  of  our  branch  societies  nave 
lessened  or  stopped  their  aid,  but  they 
have  generally  shown  a  generous  and 
steady  persistence  in  the  work  which  has 
strengthened  our  hearts  and  enabled  us  to 
lay  our  plans  for  the  schools  early  and  con¬ 
fidently.  ' 

The  last  school-year  ended  on  the  first  of 
July.  We  then  had  ninety-five  teachers  in 
six  different  States.  We  kept  none  of  the 
schools  open  during  the  summer,  as  ex¬ 
perience  has  shown  that  it  is  too  great  a 
risk  for  the  health  of  the  northern  teacher. 
Some  of  our  southern  teachers,  and  a  few 
of  our  advanced  pupils,  however,  opened 
pay  schools  during  the  summer,  so  that  the 
business  of  education  did  not  entirely  stop. 
Some  of  these  pupils  have  become  assist¬ 
ants  in  our  schools.  Others  have  come 
back  to  the  Normal  Schools,  knowing  bet¬ 
ter  what  a  teacher  needs  to  learn,  from 
having  tried  the  experiment  of  teaching. 

The  Baltimore  Society  were  anxious 
that  Mr.  Hartwell  should  have  a  special 
class  for  teachers  during  the  summer 
months ;  but  the  attendance  was  not  large 
enough  to  make  it  desirable  to  repeat  ■  the 
experiment. 

Our  teachers  generally  returned  in  bet¬ 
ter  health  than  in  former  years,  and  it  was 
pleasant  to  find  that  the  band  was  un¬ 
broken, —  no  death  having  occurred  during 
the  year. 

The  welcome-festival  was  very  fully  at- 
j  tended,  and  was,  as  usual,  very  delightful 
to  all  engaged  in  it. 

!  The  Teachers’  Committee  took  a  recess 
for  about  six  weeks,  and  resumed  their 
regular  meetings  September  2.  As  far  as 
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possible,  the  schools  were  re-opened  on  the 
first  Monday  in  October.  Of  the  ninty- 
five  teachers  who  came  home,  fifty-nine,  or 
over  sixty-two  per  cent,  returned  to  their 
work ;  usually  to  the  same  schools,  only  a 
few  changes  being  made.  The  advantage 
gained  by  having  so  many  teachers  already 
familiar  with  their  work  is  obvious.  The 
schools  were  promptly  organized  and  many 
of  them  were  in  full  operation  early  in 
October. 

The  southern  teachers  especially,  are  far 
more  useful  after  two  or  three  years  spent 
in  their  schools.  We  have  some  who  have 
now  been  with  us  several  years,  and  they 
have  improved  very  much,  especially  in 
regard  to  <liscipline  and  method. 

In  December  we  had  ninety-four  teachers 
in  the  field.  By  occasional  additions,  the 
tiKimber  has  increased,  so  that  one  hundred 
and  seven  have  been  employed  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  Thus,  instead  of  being 
forced  to  diminish  our  work,  as  we  feared, 
we  have  increased  it  a  little.  Some  of  the 
teachers  on  our  list,  however,  receive  very 
little,  and  others  no  salary  from  us,  being 
supported  by  the  colored  people,  or  by 
other  friends,  or  by  their  private  means. 

When  we  remember  the  many  discourag¬ 
ing  circumstances  under  which  the  year 
began,  especially  the  fact  that  kindred 
societies  were  proposing  to  disband  and 
give  up  the  work  entirely,  it  is  with  pride 
and  pleasure,  that  we  record  this  proof  of  j 
the  steady  perseverance  of  New  England  j 
in  this  cause.  Owing  to  the  better  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  schools,  the  work  of  the 
committee  has  never  been  so  light  or  so 
agreeable.  It  is  to  the  unfailing  energy 
of  the  officers  of  the  branch  societies  that  j 
they  are  mainly  indebted  for  this  cheering 
measure  of  success. 

We  will  now  briefly  review  the  number 
and  condition  of  the  schools  in  each  depart¬ 
ment. 

MARYLAND. 

In  Maryland,  we  have,  as  heretofore, 
acted  with  the  Baltimore  Association. 
The  importance  of  the  work  here  is  very 
great,  and  we  made  great  efforts  to  sus-  j 
taiu  and  if  possible,  increase  the  number  j 
of  teachers.  The  colored  people  are  very  I 


eager  for  education,  but  the  prejudice 
as  obstinate  against  them  as  in  any  Sou 
ern  State.  But,  having  a  small  but  det 
mined  body  of  white  friends,  and  many  i 
their  own  race  having  had  freedom  aa 
some  education  for  a  long  time,  they  will 
claim  and  have  a  State-school  system  be¬ 
fore  long.  But  until  this  very  desirable 
result  is  accomplished,  it  is  important  to 
keep  the  present  system  of  schools,  and 
j  make  it  as  perfect  as  possible ;  for  nothing 
j  will  influence  the  public  so  much.  The 
j  Southerner,  jealous  of  Northern  ideas,  will 
be  far  more  likely  to  vote  for  education 
for  the  negro,  if  he  finds  that  he  is  now 
getting  it  with  the  accompaniment  of 
Northern  teachers  and  Northern  lessons; 
and  the  better  the  schools  already  existing, 
j  the  higher  will  probably  be  the  character 
I  of  those  established  by  the  State. 

The  city  has  taken  much  better  care  of 
the  colored  schools  this  year  than  last. 
They  are  pretty  well  supplied  with  furni- 
!  ture  and  books.’  The  city  government 
:  have  published  an  entire  series  of  books 
1  for  the  use  of  their  own  schools,  from  which 
I  dangerous  lessons  in  freedom  and  patriot- 
j  ism  have  been  eliminated.  They  are  far 
I  inferior  as  aids  to  the  teacher,  to  those 
!  which  they  displaced.  Neither  do  the 
'  teachers  as  far  as  I  have  seen  them  (with 
i  one  exception),  show  that  faith  in  their 
pupils  and  zeal  for  their  improvement 
which  we  find  in  the  schools  of  the  societies. 
Still,  when  we  consider  what  Baltimore 
was,  and  is,  it  is  a  great  step  gained  that 
she  has  admitted  the  right  of  her  colored 
population  to  education  at  all. 

With  the  Howard  Normal  School  to  set 
her  an  example  of  what  a  colored  school 
may  be,  we  may  hope  for  a  constant  im¬ 
provement  in  the  public  schools. 

The  Howard  Normal  school  in  Baltimore 
is  admirable  in  its  appointments,  and  is 
producing  great  results'.  The  large  class 
of  free  colored  people  in  Baltimore  furnish 
better  prepared  material  than  elsewhere. 
Many  of  its  pupils  have  already  taught  one 
or  two  terras,  and  come  back  conscious  of 
their  needs  and  anxious  to  obtain  further 
instruction. 

The  little  model  primary  school  is  full 
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very  nice  little  children,  and  the  experi- 
ce  here  gained  must  be  of  great  service 
the  pupils. 

We  have  a  constant  demand  for  colored 
:achers  to  go  into  the  county  schools  in 
iaryland. 

It  has  been  asked,  if  colored  teachers  are 
desired,  because  the  places  are  less  impor¬ 
tant  or  agreeable  than  others  ?  Not  at  all. 
But  as  the  colored  people  provide  the 
board  it  is  very  difficult  for  a  teacher  to 
get  boarded  in  any  white  family,  and  it 
excites  a  great  prejudice  if  she  boards 
with  a  colored  family.  As  the  board  is 
provided,  the  teachers  in  Maryland  are  a 
little  better  paid  than  those  of  a  similar 
grade  in  other  States. 

We  have  good  reports  from  all  our 
schools  in  Maryland.  The  teachers  have 
generally  been  for  some  years  in  the  same 
places,  and  understand  the  work  and  the 
people  well.  We  have  in  Maryland  twenty- 
one  schools,  twenty-one  teachers,  twelve 
hundred  and  twenty-four  pupils. 


VIRGINIA. 


Our  schools  in  Virginia  are  about  the 
same  as  last  year. 

We  have  this  year,  both  the  teachers  in 
the  Normal  School  at  Richmond,  the  New 
York  Society  having  withdrawn  entirely 
from  it.  The  excellent  Superindendent  of 
Education,  Mr.  Manley,  takes  a  strong 
personal  interest  in  this  school,  established 
mainly  through  his  efforts.  He  is  ably 
seconded  by  our  faithful  old  teacher  Bessy 
Canedy  and  her  assistant.  Miss  Anna  F. 
Clarke.  The  school  is  thoroughly  satisfac¬ 
tory.  Its  high  moral  tone,  its  vitality, 
and  its  quiet  and  order,  as  well  as  its  in¬ 
tellectual  progress  impress  one  very  strong¬ 
ly.  How  many  teachers  it  will  send  out 
we  cannot  tell,  for  it  is  hard  for  the  pupils 
to  give  time  enough  to  fit, themselves  prop¬ 
erly  for  teaching ;  —  they  must  work  for 
their  support  now, —  but  we  are  sure  it  will 
send  out  many  noble  men  and  women  who 
will  do  their  part  bravely  in  whatever  call¬ 
ing  they  may  choose. 

The  group  of  Bakery  Schools  began 
thfeir  work  early,  and  have  gone  on  steadi- 
lyland  prosperously.  Most  of  the  teach¬ 


ers  are  veterans  fully  competent  to  their 
work.  The  schools  are  well  organized 
and  graded,  and  are  all  doing  good  work. 
One  of  the  new  primary  teachers  is  a 
pupil  of  the  Normal  School,  and  bids  fair 
to  be  very  useful  in  the  education  of  his 
people. 

/^he  Industrial  School  has  also  gone 
on  doing  its  benevolent  work.  Miss  Har¬ 
riet  Carter,  formerly  engaged  in  similar 
work  in  Washington,  has  aided  Miss  Fran¬ 
cis  this  winter,  and  together  they  have 
done  an  excellent  work.  They  find  a 
large  field  for  their  efforts.  They  teach 
both  women  and  children  sewing  in  various 
branches,  and  provide  them  with  work  as 
far  as  possible. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  they  had  a 
large  contract  from  the  Bureau  which  en¬ 
abled  them  to  give  employment  to  many 
women,  but  since  then  they  have  been 
obliged  to  refuse  many  whom  they  would 
gladly  supply. 

Under  such  management,  this  school  is 
of  very  great  value,  and  we  most  earnestly 
wish  that  work  could  be  supplied  to  these 
poor  women,  under  the  direction  of  these 
true  friends.  They  have  tried  to  intro¬ 
duce  straw  braidinir  as  a  new  resource 
when  sewing  fails.  Woman’s  labor  is 
scantily  and  poorly  enough  paid  every¬ 
where,  but  in  communities  so  disorganized 
as  our  Southern  States  now  are,  she  fares 
yet  more  hardly.  think  we  can  ill  afford 
to  neglect  anyopportunity  to  teach  her  how 
she  may  \ise  her  labor  to  provide  for  her¬ 
self  and  her  family. 

The  committee  have  not  felt  that  they 
could  organize  Industrial  Schools  else¬ 
where  without  withdrawing  too  much  of 
their  attention  and  means  from  the  com¬ 
mon  schools ;  but,  this  one,  so  largely  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  devotion  of  its  teachers,  and 
costing  the  Society  so  little,  ought  to  be 
maintained. 

At  Charlottesville,  the  Normal  School  is 
in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  Miss 
Anna  Gardner,  the  principal,  who  was 
among  our  earliest  teachers,  gives  her 
whole  life  and  soul  to  the  work,  aud  in¬ 
spires  her  pupils  with  her  own  enthu¬ 
siasm.  Miss  Philena  Garkin,  the  next 
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teacher  in  grade,  also  a  veteran,  admira¬ 
bly  seconds  her  by  her  thorough  instruc¬ 
tion  and  excellent  discipline.  '^The  two 
other  teachers,  Mrs.  Isabella  Gibbins  and 
Paul  Lewis,  are  among  the  best  of  our 
colored  teachers,  and  are  doing  themselves 
and  us  great  credit.  The  Bureau  is  about 
to  build  them  a  school-house. 

W  e  have  four  teachers  at  Gordonsville 
an«l  its  suburb,  Mechanicsville.  This  be¬ 
ing  the  junction  of  two  of  the  great  Vir¬ 
ginia  Railroads,  is  an  important  position. 
The  teachers  have  been  changed  this  year, 
and  owing  to  the  character  of  the  place, 
they  have  had  in  some  respects,  a  hard 
time.  They  say  there  is  much  intemper¬ 
ance  among  the  peoph?,  and  they  are  using 
all  the  influence  they  possess  against  it. 
The  railroad  facilities  offer  opportunities 
for  transient  work  which  draws  the  pupils 
away  from  school. 

The  teachers  are  hard-working  and  faith¬ 
ful,  and  we  think  their  labors  are  beginning 
to  tell  in  the  improvement  of  their  school 
and  the  population  around  them. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pratt  continue  their  school 
at  Orange  Court  House,  and  Miss  Chase 
labors  far  beyond  her  strength  at  Louisa, 
She  has  a  young  asistant,  whom  she  her¬ 
self  educated,  with  her.  Mrs.  McNulty  is 
at  Culpepper.  Her  husband  since  the 
close  of  the  Bureau  has  become  a  perma¬ 
nent  resident.  They  have  a  nice  new  school- 
house,  and  we  feel  that  their  influence  on 
the  people  will  be  lasting  and  beneficial. 

Small  as  our  number  of  schools  is  in 
Virginia,  compared  to  its  population,  yet 
we  feel  that  they  together  with  those  of 
other  Northern  Societies  will  exert  a  mighty 
influence  upon  the  future  education  of  the 
South.  Richmond  is  well  supplied.  Any 
child  anxious  to  learn,  can  there  have  a  fair 
opportunity  for  the  rudiments  of  learning. 
The  people  now  know  what  good  schools 
are,  and  we  do  not  believe  they  will  under 
any  circumstances  be  contented  to  do 
without  them. 

We  have  in  Virginia,  twenty-one 
schools,  thirty  teachers,  and  fourteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty  pupils.  (Two  not  re¬ 
ported.) 


NORTH  CAROLINA. 

At  Raleigh  and  Snow  Hill,  we  have  i 
sanie  teachers  as  last  year,  who  rep 
well  of  their  schools.  North  Carolina 
better  supplied  with  teachers  than  a 
other  State,  and  we  look  with  great  hoj. 
to  their  future  school  system. 

Before  the  war,  the  State  had  taken  steps 
to  secure  a  good  adminstration  of  educa¬ 
tion  ;  and  when  they  have  finally  settled 
down  to  peace,  we  hope  they  will  do  justice 
to  all  their  citizens  and  give  black  and 
white  a  fair  chance. 

We  have  in  North  Carolina,  only  two 
schools,  three  teachers,  and  two  hundred 
and  ninety-five  pupils. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

In  Charleston,  we  have  the  Shaw  School, 
which  we  are  striving  to  make  worthy  in 
every  respect  of  the  glorious  memory  to 
which  it  is  consecrated. 

It  was  said  of  Co).  Robert  G.  Shaw,  that 
he  was  the  finest  flower  of  New-England 
culture.  If  the  seed  of  such  character  can 
be  sown  in  his  name,  and  bear  fruit  after 
its  kind,  we  shall  hope  for  a  rich  harvest. 
Mr.  Arthur  Sumner  has  taken  the  great¬ 
est  pains  to  perfect  the  order  and  methods 
of  his  school,  and  especially  to  correct  the 
two  common  faults  of  unpunctuality  and 
absence  for  slight  causes.  He  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  so  well,  that  he  reports  an  average 
punctual  attendance  of  three  hundred  and 
eighty-four.  Any  one  who  knows  the  easy 
habits  of  Southern  life  will  see  what  a  task 
he  has  accomplished.  He  has  six  Northern 
and  three  Southern  assistants  in  his  school. 
It  is  throughly  graded,  with  a  Normal 
class  fittting  for  teachers. 

We  are  very  glad  to  state  also  that  Mr. 
Sumner  writes  that  the  Morris-Street 
School,  which  was  given  up  by  the  Bureau 
to  the  city  on  condition  that  it  should  be 
open  to  colored  pupils,  is  very  well  con¬ 
ducted.  This  is  a  most  hopeful  sign  for 
the  future. 

The  other  schools  in  South  Carolina, 
have  remained  mostly  in  the  same  hands 
as  last  year,  and  have  been  doing  well. 
We  must  here  express  our  hearty  thanks 
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to  'Mr.  Reuben  Tomlinson,  formerly  the  i 
Bureau  Superintendent  of  Education,  for  | 
the  continuation  of  his  valuable  services.  ! 
Although  no  longer  holding  that  office,  and 
pressed  by  many  duties  (being  one  of  the 
leading  men  in  the  State  Legislature,  with 
its  burden  of  reconstructive  work  to  do) ,  j 
he  has  still  acted  as  our  agent,  overseeing 
our  schools  and  disbursing  the  money  ex¬ 
pended  in  South  Carolina,  with  his  usual 
care  and  fidelity.  He  visited  us  during 
the  winter  and  gave  us  an  encouraging  ' 
account  of  the  work.  ! 

Rev.  B.  F.  Whittemore  also,  though  j 
in  Congress,  retains  his  warm  in*  | 
terest  in  the  schools  on  the  Eastern  shore, 
and  reported  to  us  of  their  progress  this  ; 
winter. 

In  our  darkest  field,  the  Sea  Islands,  we 
have  Miss  Botume  and  Miss  Langford, 
who  are  trying  to  educate  their  people,  not 
only  by  books  but  by  well-ordered  labor  ;  j 
and  we  commission  three  teachers,  two  I 
of  whom  are  employed  on  Mr.  Eustis’  | 
plantation  on  Ladies'  Island.  ! 

We  have  in  South  Carolina,  twenty-six  j 
schools,  forty-two  teachers,  and  two  thou-  j 
sand  seven  hundred  and  forty  pupils.  i 

GEORGIA.  I 

We  have  one  school  in  Columbus,  with  I 
four  teachers.  A  new  building  has  been  j 
provided  by  the  Bureau  to  which  the  | 
school  has  just  been  removed.  It  is  | 
named  (in  honor  of  the  President  of  our 
Society(  Claflin  College.  i 

It  is  a  graded  school  with  a  normal  class,  i 
and  we  hope  it  will  soon  equal  in  excel-  j 
leuce  those  of  Richmond,  Charlottesville, 
Baltimore,  and  Charleston.  I 

Our  work  has  been  seriously  injured 
here  by  the  severe  illness  of  Mrs.  Clarke, 
an  experienced  teacher  whom  wc  had  ap¬ 
pointed  to  be  principal.  After  a  few  weeks 
work,  she  was  obliged  to  return  home. 
The  other  teachers  have  striven  hard  to 
supply  her  place ;  and  Miss  Alfred, 
although  not  taking  precisely  the  position 
of  principal,  has  been  most  valuable  in 
organizing  the  school  and  arranging  it  in  its 
new  location.  Slie  writes  that  they  are 


now  well  settled  there,  and  “  the  school  is 
going  on  like  clock-work.” 

Miss  Holmes,  at  Jonesboro',  has  a  nice 
school,  which  has  gone  steadily  on  through 
the  winter. 

We  have  in  Georgia,  two  schools,  five 
teachers,  four  hundred  and  thirty-two 
pupils. 

FLORIDA. 

We  have  three  teachers  in  Florida; 
Mrs.  Hawkes’  school -house  has  been 
burned ;  but  she  has  an  interesting  class  of 
twenty-five,  eager  as  ever  for  knowledge 
She  is  a  constant  power  and  influence, 
teaching  the  children,  nursing  the  sick,  en¬ 
couraging  the  down-hearted,  and  infusing 
her  own  life  and  hope  into  those  about 
her.  The  unusually  severe  wrinter  has 
produced  much  suffering  in  Florida. 

Misses  Lucy  and  Sarah  Chase  arc  work¬ 
ing  at  Lake  City,  which  they  say  was  not 
unjustly  described  to  them  as  the  “  worst 
spot  in  the  >  world.”  They  are  fighting  a 
good  fight  against  ignorance,  intemper¬ 
ance,  and  lawlessness,  however,  and  are 
full  of  zeal  and  courage.  They  are  en- 
couraged'already ;  saying,  “  our  pupils  are 
more  tidy,  less  pugilistic,  and  we  have  less 
bad  language  than  when  we  came.” 

Florida  needs  many  more  workers. 
Would  that  we  could  send  them  there ! 

We  have  in  Florida,  three  teachers, 
two  schools,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-six 
pupils. 

In  all,  we  have,  teachers,  104 ;  schools, 
68 ;  and  6,490  pupils. 

We  have  made  special  efforts  this  year 
to  furnish  the  Normal  Schools  with  libra¬ 
ries.  We  have  sent  about  a  thousand 
volumes  to  Baltimore,  and  are  now  coUect- 
ing  them  for  Charlottesville  and  other 
places.  The  books  sent  in  have  been 
very  valuable,  and  we  hear  already  of  the 
eagerness  with  which  they  are  being  read. 
Although  we  cannot  longer  send  them  by 
government-transportation,  we  shall  still 
be  glad  to  receive  and  forward  books  suit¬ 
able  for  libraries.  Onr  teachers  on  their 
return,  will  be  very  willing  to  take  care  of 
an  e.Ktra  box  containing  books,  or  we  can 
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foi'ward  them  by  water  at  Very  low.^fates ;  ! 
so  that  we  shall  be  happy  to  receive  them 
during  the  summer  to  send  South  in  readi¬ 
ness  for  the  opening  of  the  schools. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  our  work  has 
fivllen  off  neither  in  the  number  of  teachers 
or  of  pupils,  anil  yet  its  expense  has  been 
lessened.  We  have  given  the  largest  num-  i 
ber  of  pupils  reported  in  each  school  during 
the  year,  as  they  vary  from  month  to 
month  from  local  causes.  The  decrease 
in  expense  has  been  partly  from  dispens¬ 
ing  with  the  services  of  a  general  agent 
and  from  cutting  off  all  collecting  agen¬ 
cies,  —  relying  solely  on  the  voluntary 
efforts  of  Branch  Societies  and  friends  of 
the  cause ;  partly  from  the  aid  given  us 
by  the  Bureau,  and  partly  from  the  money 
raised  by  the  people,  which  has  paid  the 
petty  expanses  of  the  schools,  and,  in  some 
cases,  the  board  of  the  teacher.  The  same 
reported  number  of  pupils  also,  really  re¬ 
presents  a  greater  amount  of  effective  i 
education  than  ever  before,  because  the 
schools  are  so  much  better  established  and  1 
the  average  attendance  so  much  greater. 

And  yet  much  as  has  been  done,  we 
have  left  a  great  deal  undone.  We  have 
had  constant  appeals  from  every  State  for 
more  teachers,  as  well  as  for  aid  to  the 
schools  established  by  the'  people  them¬ 
selves. 

We  think  it  highly  important  that  the 
work  should  be  continued  for  the  present, 
in  full  vigor.  This  being  the  only  Unsec¬ 
tarian  Society  at  work,  exercises  an  influ¬ 
ence  which  anyone  of  liberal  mind  ac- 
(^uainted  with  the  South  must  feel  to  be 
very  important. 


graded  schools  with  a  Normal  class,  to  b© 
especially  fitted  for  teachers.  These  schools 
will  need  help  and  guidance  from  the  North 
for  some  years  to  come ;  yet  we  shall  strive 
to  make  the  people  aid  in  their  support  as 
far  as  possible.  We  feel  that  every  school 
will  thus  be  a  model  which  will  be  a  stimu¬ 
lus  and  encouragement  to  all  around  them. 

One  part  of  our  work  we  may  consider 
accomplished:  We  have  demonstrated  the 
capacity  of  the  colored  race  for  education. 
The  results  attained  in  the  best  schools  af¬ 
ford  no  room  for  a  doubt  that  this  race  can 
equal  any  other  under  similar  conditions 
in  its  desire  for  knowledge  and  its  capa¬ 
city  for  acquiring  it. 

We  see  no  cause  for  discouragement; 

I  but  believe  that  the  same  spirit  of  energy 
and  devotion  which  has  accomplished 
so  much  will  carry  us  on  till  the  result  for 
which  we  hope  is  attained ;  and  yet  the 
friends  of  the  cause  will  have  to  continue 
their  exertions  without  flagging,  to  keep 
up  even  the  present  number  of  teachers. 
Our  expenses  will  be  increased  this  year 
j  by  the  cessation  of  all  free  transportation 
by  the  government.  Other  expenses  are 
liable  to  be  increased  also.  As  long  as 
any  are  willing  to  work  with  them,  the 
committee  will  do  their  best  to  make  every 
dollar  do  its  full  duty.

It  must  be  rembered,  however, 
that  this,  although  an  exact  statement  of 
receipts,  payments,  and  balances  between 
two  dates  a  year  apart,  does  not  show  the 
’  real  financial  condition  of  the  Society. 

The  laige  balance  usually  on  hand  at 
,thb  eeMon  of  the  year  is  only^  nominal, 
many  of  the  Branch  Societies  pay  faf 
Vitradvai^  for  their  adopted  teachers,  and 
Many  of  the  teai^rs  <  leave  a  large  part 


of  t!:eir  salary  in  the  treasury  for  several 
months  after  it  is  due. 

After  as  close  an  estimate  of  the  real 
condition  of  the  Society  as  the  treasun’r 
is  able  now  to  make  —  many  accounts  be¬ 
ing  still  open,  and  the  financial  condition 
of  many  of  the  Branch  Socities  being  un¬ 
certain —  it  appears  probable,  that,  with 
such  further  contributions  as  we  may  fairly 
expect  during  the  next  few  months,  ail  the 
teachers  now  in  service  can  be  maintained 
to  July  1,  the  close  of  this  school-year. 
To  make  this  sure,  and  to  provide  us  with 
enough  to  wari^nt  the  re-engagement  for 
next  season  of  at  least  some  of  the  best  of 
our  old  teachers,  we  shall  need  the  con¬ 
tinued  help  of  all  past  friends.

Mr  Dear  Mrs.  Cheney,  —  Enclosed 
please  find  my  report  fur  January,  I  have  Ht- 
tle  to  add  to  it,  except  to  express  continued 
8.atisfaction  with  the  result  of  my  experiment 
in  employing  colored  assistants.  Last  year, 
as  you  know,  I  had  two  Northern  teachers  in 
the  primary  department.  I  find,  hy  compar¬ 
ing  the  reports  of  the  same  months, thnt  though 
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the  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolleil  was 
greater  last  year,  the  average  attendance  this 
year  is  considembly  larger.  That  fitct  dissi¬ 
pates  one  fear  I  had,  that  the  people  would 
not  have  confidence  in  the  efficiency  of  native 
teachers. 

Another  circumstance  is,  I  think,  worth  men¬ 
tioning  ;  Neither  of  my  teachers  has  yet 
struck  a  single  pupil,  and  yet  they  maintain 
better  order  than  I  feared  they  would,  and 
receive  prompt  obedience  and  respect  from  all 
under  their  charge.  As  nobody  in  the  South 
thinks  any  government  either  of  school  or 
family  can  be  worth  anything  unless  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  good  amount  of  “  switching,” 
this  is  more  significant  than  it  may  appear  to 
Notherners. 

I  enclose  pictures  of  two  of  my  pupils. 
One  oftliem  is  Blind  Scipio  of  whom  you 
already  know.  Dr.  Howe  sent  him  his  First 
Reader,  and  the  American  Bible  Society  after¬ 
wards  gave  him  a  bible.  lie  wished  the  pic¬ 
ture  sent  to  Dr.  Howe  as  an  expression  of  his 
gratitude.  Until  1  came  here  he  never 
dreamed  that  learning  to  read  was  possible 
for  him,  he  now  reads  tolerable  well. 

The  other  is  my  crippled  boy,  John  King. 
When  I  was  in  Boston,  Mr.  Wallcut  sug¬ 
gested  that  a  picture  of  him,  showing  his  way 
of  writing,  together  with  specimens  of  pen¬ 
manship,  might  awaken  an  interest  both  in 
the  cause,  and  in  him  personally.  I  have  not 
been  able  to  get  one  before.  He  is  about 
twenty -five  years  old,  and  has  never  known 
the  use  of  hands,  though  he  was  otherwise 
well-fqrmed,  until  about  war-time  when  he 
was  taken  with  rheumatic  fever,  which,  in 
consequence  of  the  neglect  of  his  brutal  owner, 
left  him  a  perfect  wreetk.  He  came  to  my 
school  a  3'ear  ago  last  May.  He  was  very 
anxious  to  learn  to  write,  and  though  I 
thouglit  it  rather  useless,  1  allowed  him  to 
try.  He  steadily  improved,  and  the  result 
you  see  in  the  enclosed  paper,  which  he  has 
copied  from  print.  He  desired  me  to  say,  by 
.  the  way,  that  the  pen  ”  would  catch  in  the 
paper  ”  here  and  there.  As  he  is  entirely 
dependent  upon  charity,  I  thought  perhaps 
these  things  would  awaken  an  interest  in  the 
minds  of  some  benovelent  persons  which 
would  result  in  his  present  or  future  benefit 
could  he  be  put  into  any  position  where  he 
could  sapport  himself. 

It  is  his  pride  that  his  poor  crippled  arms 
have  always  cast  a  good  Republican  vote.  No 
wheedling  or  fair  promising  of  the  Democrats 


have  ever  caused  him  to  swerre  fromhife  al¬

And  only  man  is  vile.” 

Muon,  I  wish,  my  dear  Mrs.  Cheney,  that 
you  could  yourself  inspect  our  field,  and  see 
wliat  we  have  done  in  the  way  of  preparing 
the  soil,  planting  and  weeding,  and  could  en¬ 
joy  witii  us  some  of  the  gratifying  results  we 
already  realize.  What  still  remains  to  be  ac¬ 
complished,  however,  is  so  foimidable  as  to 
almost  crush  us  with  its  weight  of  responsi¬ 
bility  ;  and  I  have  constantly  to  chide  my¬ 
self  for  demanding  miracles. 

They  were  not  &r  from  tlie  truUi  who 
warned  us  against  this  place,  saying  it  was 
”  the  worst  spot  in  the  world.”  I  never  be¬ 
fore  encountered  such  degradation  as  exists 
here.  And  my  mind  is  so  occupied  with 
thoughts  of  the  sin  and  ignorance  around, 
and  my  duties,  that  1  scarcely  realize  tliat  1

I 
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am  in  the  Eden  of  America.  After  the  ex¬ 
pulsion,  1  am  sure  it  is.  But  we  can  already 
see  that  the  Good  Father  has  blessed  our  ef. 
fOrts,  and  we  are  full  of  hope.  Our  school- 
report  shows  the  falling  off  that  all  Freed- 
men’s  Schools  suffer  in  planting  season, 
“We-uns  will  be  back  as  planting  is  over^ 

,  and  whenever  de  wedder  too  bad  to  work  in 
de  field,”  said  the  four  big  Jones  boys,  who 
walk  their  eight  miles  to  school.  I  showed  j 
them  how  to  help  each  other  in  a  daily  lesson  j 
and  arranged  that  their  slates  should  be  sent  j 
in  every  day  for  inspection  and  copy ;  and  . 
that  same  night,  who  should  march  into  the  j 
school  but  the  Joneses.  They  were  too  worn  | 
and  weary  to  study  much,  and  did  not  attemp  t  i 
it  again ;  but,  at  the  end  of  two  weeks,  re-  j 
turned  with  well-learned  lessons  and  faces  j 
radiant  with  satisfaction  at  being  in  schoo\ 
again.  “  Haddock”  (that  is  Hercules),  is  on 
his  back  now,  so  absorbed  in  his  book.  “  I’ve 
got  money  enough  to  keep  me  six  months^ 
and  I  want  to  learn !  ”  said  he,  when  he  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  school-room,  “  Learnin’  is  what 
we  all  needs  mightily,  and  I  am  willin’  to  work 
hard  for  it.”  He  is  a  most  constant  and  faith¬ 
ful  pupil,  and  is  now  writing  very  handsome 
copy  and  reading  fluently  in  words  of  two 
syllables,  while  he  could  hardly  spell  g-o,  go, 
u-p,  up,  four  weeks  ago.  Another  man  and 
two  women  are  boarding  in  town  for  the  sake 
of  school. 

It  is  my  custom  to  speak  to  all  the  col. 
ored  people  I  meet,  to  acquaint  myself  with 
their  needs,  and  serve  them  as  fiu-  as  possible  ; 
telling  those  who  cannot  attend  school  to 
come  for  occasional  lessons,  or  dropping  into 
•  their  homes  or  places  of  busmess  and  teaching 

^  them  how  to  study  by  themselves ; — encourag- 

^  ing  all  to  learn,  showing  them  how  to  do  so 

i  and  to  help  each  other. 

'I  I  think  I  have  forgotten  to  mention  our 

interesting  Sunday  School  of  fifty  scholars,  I 
which  we  enjoy  exceedingly,  and  feel  is  very 
‘  profitable.  Beside  the  usual  exercises  of  a 

Sunday  School  we  give  copy  and  lessons  to 
be  learned  during  the  week  by  those  who  find 
it  impossible  to  attend  day  or  night  school. 

Our  pupils  are  more  tidy,  less  pugilistic,  and 
we  hear  less  bad  language  than  when  we  came. 
Parents  and  children  find  our  doctrine  of 
peace,  temperance,  &c.,  quite  novel,  and  are 
slow  converts.  The  first  day  of  school,  a 
smart,  tidy  little  girl  thought  to  amuse  me 
with  an  account  of  what  she  did  when  she 
was  “  drunk !  ”  And  the  next  day  two  little 


ones  came  running  to  me,  saying  “  Ma  thought 
what  you  said  ’bout  drink  so  funny  she 
laughed  when  we  told  her,  and  went  straight 
and  got  the  bottle  and  make  us  drink  as  much 
as  we  could.” 

We  shall  do  all  in  our  power  to  help  the 
colored  people,  and  trust  the  whites  will  learn 
from  them  without  knowing  it. 

“  What  the  teachers  say  ”  is  the  common 
topic  of  conversation  with  the  blacks,  and 
the  blacks  say  nothing  that  the  whites  do  not 
hear  and  comment  upon.  So  seed  will  be 
sown  in  this  barren  field.  ”  God  bless  the 
Harvest !  ”

j  Dear  Madam,  —  I  promised  to  send  you 
I  word  when  we  gave  out  the  books  it  has 
'  taken  us  a  long  time  to  get.  The  committee 
j  at  first  thought  to  put  up  shelves  in  the  room 
1  used  as  the  ofllce  of  the  Freedmen’s  Bureau, 
j  but  found  in  January,  that  the  Bureau  would 
continue  operations  in  part,  and  their  office- 
room  was  out  of  the  question  for  the  present. 
It  was  not  until  February  that  cases  were 
ordered.  The  first  of  March  four  nice  black 
walnut  half-glass  front  cases  were  placed,  for 
the  present,  on  tlie  platform  in  tlie  ball.  This 
week  my  school,  with  much  excitement,  took 
out  books  for  the  first  time.  It  would  have 
done  you  good  to  have  seen  them.  I  have 
no  scholars  in  the  model-room  wlio  read  in 
the  second  reader.  I  did  not  think  best  to  put 
their  names  on  the  list  of  those  to  take  out 
books.  After  giving  out  the  books,  these  ten 
came  round  me  with  “  Mr.  Hartwell  please  let 
me  have  a  book.”— “  Please  do,  Mr.  Hart¬ 
well,  I  will  bring  it  back  ?  ” —  I  certainly 
will !  I  will  cover  mine  and  not  get  it  dirty  or 
lost.”  —  “  So  will  I.”  —  “  So  will  7116."  &c. 

I  When  told  that  they  could  not  read  well 
j  enough,  one  said  he  could  look  at  the  “  pic- 
ters ;  ”  another  that  he  could  have  his  father 
read  it  to  him.  As  I  began  to  put  their 
names  on  the  list,  they  turned  to  the  open 
cases  and  called  the  numbers  of  the  largest 
books  on  the  lower  shelf.  One  of  them  al¬ 
most  cried  when  I  insisted  upon  his  taking  a 
little  story  book,  which  ivas  smaller  than 
those  given  to  his  mates.  It  took  me  some 
time  to  convince  them  that  a  little  book  might 
‘  be  just  as  good  as  a  larger  one. 
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The  larger  scholars  selected  from  written 
catalogues  (we  shall  not  have  printed  ones  I 
for  some  time  to  come),  with  what  judgment 
you  shall  decide,  when  I  tell  you  that  the 
Lives  of  Capt.  John  Smith,  Benjamin  Frank¬ 
lin,  William  Penn,  Daniel  Webster,  &c.,  with 
all  histories,  were  the  first  to  be  taken  out. 
There  was  quite  a  call  for  poetry.  Very  few 
of  them  knew  the  popular  fictitious  works. 
Even  Optic’s  works  were  left  on  the  shelf,  —  ; 
a  thing  not  likely  to  happen  after  they  find  | 
him  out.  Only  two  of  Dickens’  works  were  i 
called  for.  | 

We  shall  delay  a  formal  opening  until  cases 
are  almost  or  quite  full.  Mr.  W.  J.  Albert,  | 
President  of  the  Baltimore  Association,  sent 
down  twenty  books  the  otlier  day,  and  others  i 
propose  sending  some.  | 

All  sermons  are  excluded.  My  school  is 
doing  well,  I  wish  you  could  see  it  now. 

Accept  thanks,  very  many  thanks,  for  your 
effort.  May  the  reward  meeted  out  to  the 
good  and  the  true  be  yours  in  the  great  fu¬ 
ture  which  is  beyond  this  life.

Columbus,  Ga,  April  10, 1869. 

Dear  Mrs.  Lane, —  Where  shall  I  begin 
and  what  shall  I  say  of  all  we  have  thought 
and  said  in  Columbus.  Matters  have  not 
mended  on  a  nearer  view  ;  yet  I  think  we  do  j 
see  how  things  are  to  be  adjusted.  We  find  ! 
the  teachers  very  comfortably  situated  as  far 
as  home  and  table  go,  —  a  good  large  airy 
house,  dilapidated  and  inconvenient,  but 
wholesome.  -Their  greatest  trouble  is  want 
of  water,  having  to  send  a  great  way  for  it. 

Mrs.  Chapman  is  thoroughly  friendly  and  j 
kind  to  them.  We  are  very  sorry  not  to  see  j 
Mr.  Chapman,  who  is  still  in  Washington,  j 
Both  teachers  are  getting  run-down.  Miss 
A.  justifies  all  the  good  opinion  formed  from 
her  letters.  She  is  a  rare  woman  —  intellec¬ 
tual,  and  gifted,  and  sweet,  and  refined.  Miss 
L.  has  stood  by  her,  and  been  a  great  help. 
The  order  in  the  school  is  excellent  in  all  the 
rooms.  Miss  Alfi^d  says  the  children  are 
very  obedient. 

The  first  class  is  a  bright  interesting  one. 
They  have  only  gone  to  Fractions  and  Sim¬ 


ple  Division  in  Arithmetic,  but  they  under¬ 
stand  themselves  well  as  far  as  they  have 
gone.  I  tried  them  with  general  questions, 
and  was  pleased  with  their  intelligent  replies. 
As  far  as  the  school  itself  goes  there  is  not 
much  to  wish  altered.  The  building  is  good, 
the  rooms  pleasant,  the  children  earnest  and 
obedient,  and  the  teaching  good. 

I  think  it  might  be  well  to  shorten  the 
school-term  a  little.  It  must  be  fearfully  hot 
here  on  this  sandy  plain.  They  have  to  ride 
to  school  now,  although  it  is  only  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile. 

We  are  to  see  the  infiuential  colored  peo¬ 
ple  to-day  and  to-morrow.  We  have  already 
talked  with  one.  The  Bureau  officers  cannot 
come  here.  We  have  decided  that  we  must 
go  to  Atlanta. 

Mr.  More,  the  colored  friend,  says  there 
has  been  some  talk  of  reviving  the  Society. 

:  We  propose  to  make  an  agreement  with  them 
that  we  will  sfend  four  teachers  next  year,  if 
they  will  engage  to  have  a  suitable  house 
ready  for  them  by  October  1,  and  to  keep 
that  in  decent  repair,  and  to  provide  for  the 
school  expenses.  Mr.  M.  thought  that  reason¬ 
able  enough.  We  propose  to  write  to  the 
:  Bureau,  asking  them  to  secure  the  carrying  out 
j  of  this  agreement.  I  wish  there  could  be  a 
I  Teachers’  Home  built  on  the  school  grounds. 
There  seems  to  be  room  enough.  But  we 
have  not  considered  that  point  fully. 

In  Savanah  we  called  at  the  American  Mis¬ 
sionary  Association  Home,  but  the  schools 
were  not  in  session.  We  went  into  a  Catho¬ 
lic  school  there.  It  is  a  poor  building  with 
two  rooms  and  about  thirty  children  in  a  room. 
The  teachers  are  trench  Sisters  of  Charity. 
One  was  sick,  but  we  saw  the  other.  She 
was  a  fine  bright-looking  woman  ;  but  I  did 
pity  her.  She  was  sent  out  here  not  know¬ 
ing  a  word  of  the  language,  and  has  been  two 
years  struggling  with  this  little  school.  Stick 
in  hand  she  was  teaching  a  class  the  Catechism, 

I  while  two  other  little  rogues  were  rodicking 
I  about  quite  careless  of  order  or  respect  for 
the  visitors.  The  Catholics  are  trying  to  do 
!  a  large  work  here  —  it  is  said  they  are  mak- 
;  ing  many  converts.  The  schools  are  better 
j  than  none,  undoubtedly,  but  that  is  all  that 
j  can  be  said,  judging  by  the  one  we  have 
seen.
